The President Declares 
That He Is Unwilling for 
Mr. Jones to Be “Foot- 
ball” of Senate Contest. 


OPPONENTS OF JONES 
DENOUNCED BY WILSON 


President Says Jones Has 
Been Treated With “Gross 
and Manifest Injustice.” 
Wilson to Push Warburg.

Washington, July, 23.—President Wil- 
gon late today ended the bitterest fight 
of his administration by withdrawing 
the nomination of Thomas D. Jones, of 
Chicago, to be a member of the federal 
reserve board. Mr. Jones had written 
urging this action. 

The message of withdrawal reached 
the senate just as Senato?m Reed, of 
Missouri, one of the democrats oppos- 
ing confirmation of the appointment, 
was concluding a vigorous denuncia- 
tian of the International Harvester 
company, of which Mr. Jones is direc- 
tor, and those responsible for its ex- 
istence and operations. It created a 
mild sensation and cut short a debate 
that promised to run indefinitely. 

With the brief message, the president 
sent copies of Mr. Jones’ letter and his 
reply. Opposition to the nominee had 
been based on his connection with the 
Harvester company, which is under in- 
dictment as a trust. The senate bank- 
ing committee had submitted a major- 
ity report adverse to confirmation, 
signed by all the republican and two 
democratic members. Mr. Jones wrote 
that this report was “based on @ dis- 
tortion of facts and perversion of the 
truth.” 

Wilson Scores Jones’ Opponents. 

In his reply President Wilson accept- 
ed Mr. Jones’ suggestion with reluc- 
tance and scored those who, he said, 
had treated his nominee with “gross 
and manifest injustice.” He disclaim- 
ed any embarrassment in standing by 
a man he believed in, but declared he 
was unwilling to allow Mr. Jones to 
be a “football” in the contest that had 
sprung up. 

At the white house it was said the 
president’s action today did not indi- 
cate.that there had been any chang? 
in his determination to insist upon the 
confirmation of Paul M. Warburg, 
whose nomination to the reserve boar t 
also is being opposed. 

Nothine has been heard from Mr. 
Warburg 4n regard to his appearance 
before the’ banking committee and 
Senator O'Gorman, who is understood 
to have been endeavoring to persuade 
Mr. Warburg to change his mind and 
accept the committee’s invitation, is 
not expected to return to Washington 
until] tomorrow. 

The Senate contest over the Jones 
case, which threatened partial oblit- 
eration of party lines and a free for all 
struggle, was at its height when the 
president determined to abandon his 
effort to force the nomination 
through. Feeling in the senate ran 
high. 

eed Attacks Harvester Company. 

n this situation Senator Reed today 
took the floor. For several hours he 
held the senate with an attack on the 
Harvester company. - Mr. Jones’ con- 
nection with that concern was the prin- 
cipal basis for the opposition to his 
confirmatio : ator Reed began 
with a re’ .w of President Wilson's 
position against monopoly, as e/y- 
pressed, the president's writings, 
his expréssions as to the “personal 
guilt’ of officials of offending cor- 
porations, and democratic platform de- 
clarations on the same subject. 

Through the history of the © Har- 
vester company from its organization 
in 1902, the senator swept with a 
whirlwind of invectives and sarcasm 
reciting from arguments in the gov- 
ernme suit against the concern and 
the recerds of congressional investi- 
gation. 

“This pirate ship whose keel was 
laid down by Morgan and Perkins in 
1902” Senator Reed said, “is sailing 
the same sea today, manned by the 
game crew, except for an occasional 
dummy direc‘pr to fill vacancy, and 
those who tread her d s today are 
just as deserving of pt@iishment as 
those who launched her her bucca- 
neering cruise.” 

“The man who conducts the Harvest- 
er trust” the senator said, “cannot es- 
cape responsibility by alleging that his 
sponsor and friend created it before 
he took service.

UF MEXICAN CAPITAL 


Carbajal Is Massing All the 


Troops He Can Gather to 
Prevent the Capture of 
Mexico City. 


TORCH IS BEING APPLIED 
BY THE ZAPATA FORCES 


Fighting Is Desperate and 
Many Have Been Killed 


and Wounded — Carbajal| 


Issues Statement. 


Mexico City, July 23.—No armistice 
with the constitutionalists has yet been 
arranged. President Francisco Carba- 
jal, through his private secretary, to- 
day made the following statement to 
the Associated Press: 


“An armistice has not been signed as 
yet, but the president is making ar- 
ranzwements for a definite and peaceful 
settlement with the revotutionists. His 
most earnest desire is that Mexico shall 
returnn to the path of order and prog- 
ress andthe re-establishment 
gally constituted government.” 


Fighting in Suburbs. 
Fighting around Tlalpam and Xochi- 
mileo is still going on. A strong col- 
umn was dispatched at noon to rein- 
force the federal troops in the field. 


These fresh forces, it is believed in mil- 


itary circles, will drive the Zapata ad- 
herents back into the Ajusco moun- 
tains, where their retreat will be 
off by a column under General Pedro 
Ojeda, stationed in Tres Marias, 
the railroad to Cuernavaca. 

The Zapatistas still held their posi- 
tions this afternoon, but the govern- 
ment troops were pushing the attack 
against them. The pumps at Xochi- 
milco, which supply the drinking water 
for the capital and which were dam- 
aged by the revolutionists, have not 
been repaired. The water. 


ed, however, by the use f the Chapul- 
tepec waterworks. The Zapatistas 
directed several attacks today on the 
Xochimilico waterworks, but were re- 
pulsed. 

Carbajal Massing Troops. 

The safety of the capital was further 
assured today by the arrival of about 
4,000 federals from Lagos. The troops 
garrisoning the city now number more 
than 20,000, They gre supplied sith 
sixty fleld pieces. 

Throughout the day § federal 
forcements were arriving at 
milco The roads leading from 
Capital to that town were lined 
early this morning until late tonight 
with federal cavalry and infantry, 
making the twenty mile trip overland. 
Tonight the garrison at Xochimilco 
numbered 5,000 men, including infan- 
try, cavalry and artillery. 

Troops tonight guarded all ap- 
roaches to the village, while the main 
body of 3,000 men, massed in the pub- 
lic square, slept on their arms, pre- 
pared for a momentary attack. A 
dozen cannon and sixty machine guns 
were in place in strategic positions. 

Difficult to Locate Zapata’s Men. 

It has been difficult to locate the 
positions of wepang 3 men owing to the 
dense vegetation @urrounding the vil- 
lage. It is estimated, however, that 
they number not less than 6,00 and 
they are receiving reinforcements 
hourly. 

There has been no advwence by either 
side. There is desolation in the sur- 
rounding region. The torch has been 
applied by Zapata's adherents wher- 
ever opposition was met. During their 
advance today the federals also 
burned two villages, strongholds of 
tl followers of Zapata. The emer- 
gé@ncy hospital at Xochimilco is filled 

ith wounded and the morgue _  con- 
ains a number of dead. The Red 
Cross and White Cross societies are 
caring for the wounded, who after 
first aid treatment, are sent into the 
capital. 


CARBAJAL SENDS AGENT 


TO OPEN NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH GEN. CARRANZA 


Washington, July 23.—Reginal Ce- 
peda, senator from the state of Coa- 
huila and intimate friend of General 
Carranza, has been jselected by Pro- 
visional President Carbajal to negoti- 
ate the transfer of the government at 
Mexico City to the constitutionalists. 

Mr. Cepeda, who was in hiding in 
Mexico City during the Huerta dicta- 
torship, left Vera Crug today for Tam- 
pico to meet General Carranza. He has 
full instructions and authority to ar- 
range for the transfer of government. 

Jose CaS8tellot, personal representa- 
Carbajal, today conveyed 
this information to Secretary Bryan. 
Messrs. Mangel, Novelo and Urueta, 
who, it had been supposed, would con- 
stitute the Carbajal commission, it 
was learned today, merely volunteer- 
ed their services and have no cre- 
dentials or authority from Carbajal. 

First Step in Negotiations. 

As soon as Mr. Cepeda is received 
by General Carranza an armistice will 
be formally signed as the first step 
in the negotiations. General Carran- 
za has indicated his willingness to 
declare a truce during. the negotia- 
tions and the Carbajal government is 
anxious to do likewise. The Carbajal 
envoy has been instructed to ask for 
only two things—a complete amnesty 
for political offenders and guarantees 
of protection to the lives and proper- 
ty of the Méxican people. 

While local agents of Carranza have 
said he was disincHned to grant an 
amnesty, his speech today at Victoria, 
Mexico, and other reliable advices 
Show he will declare an amnesty, 
though reserving the right to punish 
those directly responsible for the as- 
sassination of Madero and Suarez. 
Most of those implicated, however 
have left Mexico City. 

Secretary Bryan expressed confidence 
there would be no difficulty in the way 
of a Carranza-Carbajal agreement.

BOSS T. ROOSEVELT 


New York G. O. P. Chair- 
man Brings Libel Action 
Against Colonel — Roose- 
velt Must Do Something. 


New York, July 23.—Chairman Wil- 
liam Barnes, of the republican state 
committee, announced. today that he 
had instructed his counsel to bring 
suit for libel against Theodore Roose- 
velt, based upon Colonel Roosevelt's 
statement of last night attacking Mr. 
Rarnes and indorsing the candidacy of 
Harvey D. Hinman for the nomina- 
tion for governor at the republican 
primaries. 

The amount of damages for which 
Mr. Barnes would sue apparently had 
not been determined when he issued 
his statement. It was sai? however, 
that it would be for a substantial sum. 

The suit will be brought in the su- 
preme court within a few days, Mr 
Barnes announced. 

Barnes on Roosevelt. 

“T have nothing whatever to say in 
reply te Mr. Roosevelt's diatribe, ex- 
cept that it. lacks dignity, self-re- 
straint and is without dignity,” reads 
Mr. Barnes’ statement. “When an is- 
sue of this kind is raised by a person 
of such prominence, one has but one of 
three courses: 

‘T's submit to the aspersion; to en- 
ter into an unseemly personal contro- 
versy, or to appeal to the courts. 

“IT deny the truthfulness of every 
statement made by Mr. Roosevelt in 
his publication this morning and have 
instructed my counsel to bring an ac- 
tion for libel without delay against 
him.” 

It was reported Mr. Barnes’ statement 
was issued after a conference with 
other republican leaders. 

Mr. Barnes declined to specify what 
pertions of Colonel Roosevelt's state- 
ment: were distasteful, but said: “The 
statement, in its entirety, is untrue.” 

Barnes Ask& for 850,000. 

The complaint, which was served upon 
Colonel Roosevelt tonight, asks damages 
of $50,000 on the ground that the state- 
ment issued by the former president 
last night contained references to Mr. 
Barnes that were “libelous, false and 
untrue.” 

No specific statements of the colonel 
are instanced in the complaint, the 
entire statement being reproduced with 
the allegation that the defendant pub- 
lished it “maliciously and with intent 
thereby to injure’ the plaintiff, and 
without cause, and for the purpose of 
defaming and injuring tha legitimate 
political influence and activity of the 
plaintiff in the performance of his 
duty of citizenship.” 

Papers Served on Roosevelt. 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 23.—The ob- 
ligation to appear in court and defend 
himself against a $50,000 libel suit 
begun by William Barnes, Jr., chair- 
man of the republican state commit- 
tee, was imposed on ex-President 
Roosevelt tonight with the serving of 
the papers in the case.

Entries for City Primary Close 
Four Days Before the 
State Primary. 


If Judge Nash R. Broyles is defeated 
in his race for aplace on the appellate 
court bench, he will have no opportu- 
nity to offer for the judgship of the 
police court. 

When the city executive committee 
met Thursday afternoon to decide on 
the date for the city-wide primary, 
there was considerable discussion as to 
whether the committee would fix the 
date early in September or late in Au- 
gust, and wheh the committee an- 
nounced that September 15 had been 
selected there was considerable talk 
that opponents of Judge Broyles 
slipped one over on him. 

Judge Broyles has placed himself 
squarely in the race for the court of 
appeals and he will§jhave opposition 
from Alex H. Stephens, and because of 
his candidacy in the state election he 
will be forced to relinquish his place 
as recorder. 

The committee decided to allow pros- 
pective candidates until August 15 to 
make entry into the various races. As 
the state primary does not come off 
until August 19, Judge Broyles would 
not be able to stand for the recorder’s 
place if beaten in the court of appeals 
race. 

Following the announcement of the 
committee that the city primary will 
be held on September 15, Henry Gar- 
rett made a protest on the ground that 
the time would be'too brief for the can- 
didates to make a careful campaign. 

However, members of the committee 
take the position that it would be 
beneficial to the candidates to allow 
them only a brief time to electioneer. 

The subcommittee will meet within 
a week or ten days to fix the amount 
which each candidate will be assessed. 


CANTRELL BROTHERS 
RESPITED BY SLATON 


Governor Wants More Time 
to Look Into the Records 
of the Case. 


Governor John M. Slaton. has respited 
Jim and Bert Cantrell, of Hall county, 
until Friday, July 31, in order that he 
may have an opportunity more fully 
to go into the record. 

The Cantrells were to have 
hanged today at Galnesville for 
murder of Arthur Hawkins, a well- 
Known farmer of Hall county. Great 
pressure was brought to bear to save 
them. Two weeks ago Hon. H. H. 
Dean, of Gainesville, and the late 
Fletcher Johnson, of the same place, 
appeared before the prison commission 
and urged a commutation of sentence. 
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Secretary Garrison An- 
nounces Date When Pan- 
ama Canal Will Be Ready 


for Commerce of World. 


Washington, July 23.—Opening of the 
Panama canal to the world’s commerce 
on August 15, next,.was announced to- 
night by Secretary Garrison. Probably 
the first vessel to pass through the 
great waterway will be the Cristobal, 
a war department steamer now at 
Colon. 

There will be no formalities in con- 
nection with the epoch-marking event, 
all ceremonies being left for the official 
opening when the international fleet 
passes through the canal in March, 


1915. 
Secretary Garrison's Announcement, 

Mr. Garrison's announcement fol- 
lows: 

“The Panama canal will be open for 
commerce to vessels not needing more 
than 30 feet of water on and after 
August 15, 1914. 

“The official opening of the canal 
as heretofore announced, will be in the 
month of March, 1915. An appropriate 
announcement will be made when a 
greater depth of water than 30 feet has 
been’ secured. 

“On the 15th of August Colonel Goe- 
thals will inaugurate the commercial 
service by sending a government boat 
through the canal. There will be no 
ceremonies incident to the occasion, 
but American newspapers who may 
desire to have representatives present 
do so. The others who will be 
present on the boat. will be determined 
between now and the time mentioned. 

“LINDLEY M. GARRISON.” 

When the Cristobal steams from its 
slip to the entrance of the canal it 
will mark the conclusion by American 
enterprise of the greatest engineering 
task ever undertaken which has se- 
verely taxed the abilities of the army 
engineers under Colonel Goethals. 

Some things remain to be done to 
perfect the waterway. The channel 
through the Culebra cut must be deep- 
ened and widened so that it will not 
be necessary for the great linérs and 
battleships to pass through the tricky 
“slides” at Cucharucha and Bold Hill, 
in single file. 

While with the 30 feet of water in 
the canal, some of the dreadnaughts 
might pick their way through after 
August 15, yet, Secretary Daniels said 
tonight that he would not be likely to 
order any such movement except in 
an emergency. He will wait until 
there is more water in the great ditch.

The case is set for the September 
term.

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CHILD LABOR BILL 
~ BRINGS.ON DEBATE 


Sheppard Bill Causes Live- 
ly Discussion in the House 
Thursday—Arguments 
Will Be Resumed Today. 


The child labor bill was debated in 
the house Thursday morning and was 
still under discussioniat the hour of 
adjournment. The debate will be re- 
Sumed again Friday morning and a 
vote will probably be reached at about 
noon. ‘ 

Those who spoke for the bill Thurs- 
day were, Mr. Blackburn, of Fulton; Mr. 
Dorough, of Franklin: Mr. Olive, of 
Richmond, and Mr. Smith, of DeKalb. 

Those speaking against the bill were, 
Mr. Ransom, of Chattooga; Mr. Moon, of 
Troupe, and Mr. Akin, of Glynn. 

Mr. Blackburn said that it was high 
time that the state of Georgia should 
hold out a protecting arm to the little 
children who are slaving out their lives 
in sweatshops. He asserted that the 
mills by the employment of child labor 
prevented men and women from earn- 
ing a just compensation. He stated that 
unless Georgia through her lawmakers 
saved these little children there would 
be no other power on earth to save 
them, as lazy parents wanted their chil- 
dren to work and the mills were only 
too glad to get them. 

Says Present Law Is 

Mr. Ransom, speaking 
bill, said it was better to 
his mother make living than for him 
to be turned loose a@ vagrant on the 
etreet. He claimed that the present 
child labor law was all-sufficient and 
that to make the limit 14 vears would 
be to turn out a great herd of loafing 
boys who would -become criminals as 
well as vagrants.

Fie stated that the cotton mills did not 
overwork the children and _ provided 
good schools at their own expense. He 
said he was certain that if children 
were kept out of the mills Georgia 
would soon be overrun with vagrants. 
Olive Speaks for Bill. 


Mr. Olive, of Richmond, speaking for 
the bill, said that there were two 
things which caused cotton mills to 
fail: one was cotton futures and the 
other child labor. He said the mills 
were not primarily to blame but were 
victims of a bad system. The parents 
were first to blame and the mills took 
advantage of the situation. It is the 
duty of the state, he told the members 
of the house, to help the helpless anu 
to take special care of little children. 
Cotton mill children, he said, made 
weak and sickly citizens and civiliza- 
tion was made up from this source with 
stunted and diseased men and women. 
In conclusion he called upon the mem- 
bers of the house to take sides with 
Georgia's helpless children. 

Mr. Akin in discussing the Dill de- 
eclared it was a bad and useless piece 
of legislation. It was his opinion that 
if the children were not allowed to 
work in the mills they would be un- 
educated because the state was not pre- 
pared at this time to look after them. 
He said that there was no doubt sthat 
Georgia had enough laws to regulate 
child labor and to pass the Sheppard 
bill would be to carry out the visionary 
dream of a sentimentalist. 

His First Speech of Session. 

Mr. Smith, of DeKalb, in advocating 
the bill, made his first speech in the 
house at this session. He stated he was 
a plain business man and no orator, 
but he felt it his duty to raise his 
voice in behalf of the working children 
who were being made to toil to sup- 
port vagrant fathers. He said that 
children in the mills were weakened 
both physically ana mentally and that 
undertakers found the best business in 
cotton mill towns. He said that those 
opposing the bill were claiming that it 
was a business proposition. It is busi- 
ness, he said, the state’s business, to 
see that little chlidren are not made to 
toil .where their lives were blighted 
and their bodies and minds turned to 
physical wrecks. 

The debate on the child labor bill will 
be resumed when the house meets Fri- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. 

Among the new DbDills introduced in 
the house Thursday was oOjlfe by Mr.

Postotfice Safe in Tenn. 


Two young Atlanta boys were held 
under bond by Federal Commissioner 
Carter at their commitment trial Thurs- 
day charged with dynamiting the Unit 
ed States postoffice safe at East Lake 
Tenn., on the night of March 30. 

Their names were Cleo Brown, who 
lives on Burns street, and Robert Cline, 
who lives at No. 7 Lucy street. Brown 
turned state's evidence. He was held 
under $1,900 bond, while Cline’s bond 
was assessed at $2,009. 

Brown and Cline were arrested re- 
cently by Plainclothes Policeman Ser- 
gseant George Bullard, and his part- 
ner, T. D. Shaw. 

A third young Atlanta boy was con- 
with the government safe- 
cracking job at East Lake, aecording 
the officers. His name is Jerry 
Farlow. of 67 Hightower street, who is 
at present in jail at Cedartown, Ga, 
accused of being connected with the 
murder of the night watchman of the 
cotton mills, at Aragon, Ga., 
the night of April 28, in an attempt to 
rob the mill safe.

SERVIA THREATENED 
BY AUSTRIA-HUNGARY 


Sharp Note Sent About Assas- 
sination of the Archduke 
and His Wife.

Vienna, July 23.—An Austro-Hun- 
garian note to Servia containing de- 
mands for the suppression of the Pan- 
Servian movement and the punishment 
of azhose concerned in the assassina- 
tion of Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
was presented to the government at 
Belgrade at 6 o’clock this evening. The 
note requests a reply by 6 o'clock Sat- 
urday evening. 

Summary of the Note. 


Belgrade, Servia, July 23.—The Ser- 
vian government received tonight a 
note from the Austro-Hungarian g£0v- 
ernment bearing on the relations be- 
tween the two countries and dealing 
directly with the assassination at Sara 
Yevo on June 28 of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, heir to the Austrian throne. 

The note reviews relations with Ser- 
via since 1909, and complains that, al- 
though the Servian government prom- 
ised loyalty to the Austro-Hungarian 
government, it has failed to suppress 
subversive movements and agitations 
by_the newspapers; that this tolerance 
has incited the Servian to hatred of 
the Austro-Hungarian monarchy and 
contempt for its institution. This, 
says the note, culminated in the Sara 
Yevo assassination, which are proved 
by depositions and confessions of the 
perpetrators to have been hatched at 
Belgrade, the arms and explosives hav- 
ing been supplied oY connivance of 
Servian officers and functionaries. 

‘The Austro-Hungarian 
ment,” continues the note, “is unable 
longer to pursue an attitude of for- 
bearance and sees the duty imposed 
upon it to put an end to the intrigues 
which form a perpetual menace to the 
monarchy’s transquillity. It, therefore, 


demands from the Servian government’ 


formal assurance that it condemns the 
dangerous propaganda whose aim is to 
detach from the monarchy a portion of 
its territory and also that the Servian 
government shall no longer permit 
these machinations and this criminal, 
perverse propaganda.”

When asked by Judge Piquett, of 
Augusta, what he thought about 
boards, Mayor Woodward replied:

Messrs. Cochran and Smith stated 
that they thought the whole matter 
should be further thrashed out, and 
the members of the committee agreed 
with them. So the bill was referred to 
the three Fulton county represent- 
atives. It will probably be taken up 
by the committee again this after- 
noon. 

Besides the amendments mentioned 
above the bill calls for the creation of 
the office of consulting ty engineer, 
the fixing of building linés, the fixing 
of salaries of city officials in the year 
preceding election and the changing of 
the location of Eiswald street.

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* SENATE SEETHES 
WITH SPICY TALKS 


Huie Fires Hot Shots at 
Kea and McGregor and 
They, in Return, Fire Vol- 
ley in His Direction. 


The members of the state senate were 
aroused from the letharev of routine 
legislation Thursdav morning when 
Senators Huie. Kea and McGregor en- 
gaged in spicy speeches en the ground 
of personal privilege. 

The festivities were occasioned by 
the remark of Senator Kea Wednesday, 
in the debate on the redistricting of the 
senatorial districts of the state, that 
Senator Huie was b@ine vwrAuly influ- 
enced by President Anderson and that 
he felt sorry “for the old m2n,” 

Senator Huie said that he had in- 
troduced the bill increasing the sena- 
torial districts of the state before he 
had ever met President Anderson. He 
remarked that he would not hesitate to 
follow the lead of an able man like 
Mr. Anderson in many cases. 

“In any case, though, I would never 
follow the lead of the senator from the 
Sixteenth and if any member of this 
senate ever insinuates that I have been 
influenced by Senator Kea I will take it 
as a personal insult.” 

Senator Huie said that it was no- 
body’s business but~his own constitu- 
ents as to the age of the man they 
sent. to the legislature. 
that in the future if Senator Kea got 
some other member of the senate to 
write speeches for him they would 
have far more effect. 

Replies to McGregor. 
Senator McGregor came in for his 


share of the speech on the grounds that, 


he had drawn a resolution making the 
me ers of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Cofamerce the “Third House of the Leg- 
islature.” Senator Huie declared that 
this was a distinct insinuation against 
the gentlemen who were so vitally in- 
terested not*only in the city of At- 
lanta but in the welfare of the state 

Jumping to his feet at the conclugion 
of Senator Huie’s remarks, Senator Kea, 
said that after hearing the remarks of 
the senator from the thirty-fifth, he 
still felt sorry for “the oid man.”~ 

“He looks to me like a child in a 
strange land and I cannot but sympa- 
thize with the old man whether he ap- 
preciates it or not. It does seem to 
me that the people of the Thirty-fifth 
district would send a representative 
with some ability to the state senate, 
Mr. President and gentiemen of the 
senate.” 

MeGregor Explains. 

Senator McGregor then took his turn. 
He first stated that he was unconsci- 
ously misrepresented when it was said 
that he had introduced any such reso- 
lution referring to the Atlagata Chamber 
of Commerce. “I said that I might at 
some future such a 
resolution.” 

At this juncture he read a letter from 
the Chamber of Commerce notifying 
him that that body had passed resolu- 
tions against the passage of a certain 
bill and requesting him to vote against 
it. He said that he thought there was 
some law against lobbying and that 
these gentlemen could possibly be in- 
dicted and given hard seats in the pen- 
itentiary instead of nice comfortable 
seats in the gallery as he had pro- 
posed. Senator MeGregor asserted in 
the course of his remarks that he 
meant no disrespect, directly or indi- 
rectly to the members of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The McCrory school book bill was set 
for a special order for yesterday and 
will be carried over until Friday morn- 
ing when the arguments on the Dill will 
be contiued. Senator Allen introduc-

Sweat Favors Bill. 


Seni »>r Sweat spoke briefly in favor 
of the ,assage of the McCrory bill, de- 
claring it had proved a great boon in 
other places and would save hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to the children 
of Georgia each year. 

The remainder of the morning ses- 
sion was spent by Senator Miller in a 
epeech against the bill, lasting more 
than two hours. Senator Miller will 
continue his speech this morning. 

The senator, in prefacing his remarks 
declared that there had been many 
insinuations cast about tWe state that 
he was interested in some of the large 
book concerns. He absolutely denied 
this. stating that his only connection 
with them had been in the capacity of 
legal adviser on several cases. 

He dwelt at length on the intimate 
details of the expenditure of publishing 
books and declared that the state would 
open a wedge to the state treasury 
which could never be closed if this bill 
was passed. Senator Miller referred 
“at length to the school board of ap- 

intments of Governor Brown and 
tovernor Smith over which there was 
an extended controversy.

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Death of Col. Johnson 


Was Due to Accident 
Which Was Unavoidable 


Following out the dying wish of his 
father, Colonel Fletcher M. Johnson, 
who died recently in Gainesville, that 
Mrs. Palmour, whose auto struck Col- 
onel Johnson shortly before his death, 
be absolved of all blame, Hammond 
Johnson, son of the deceased has 
written The Constitution the follow- 
ing letter showing that the accident 
was unavoidable: 

Gainesville, Ga., July 22, 1914. 

Editor ‘he Constitution, Atlanta, Ga. 

ear Sir: Feeling that even the 
natural desire for an avoidance of all 
publicity in connection with the sad 
accident which resulted in the death of 
my father, Fletcher M. Johnson, on last 
Sunday, must be made subject to an- 
other duty th is owed to those who 
bave always béen very close and loved 
friends of him and his family, 1 ask of 
you to allow me brief space in your 
columns. 

it is regretted very much that some 
of the press accounts of the accident 
and of my father’s death, have contain- 
ed expressions that, to those not know- 
ing the circumstances, might give a 
wrong impression of how the accident 
occurred, since they stated; that my 
father was run down by the car that 
struck him, thereby possibly creating 
the idea in the minds of some that his 
death was caused by reckless driving 
or Carelessness. Such was not the case, 
for the automobile that struck him 
was being driven very carefully and 
very slowly at the time, and the oc- 
currence was unavoidable and an ac- 
cident for which no one was to blame. 
My father did not see the automobile 
and in an effort to catch the street car 
stepped from the curb directly in its 
path, so close in front of the ma- 
chine that it wag impossible to avoid 
his being struck. 

Since there was a possibility of a 
wreng being done, Mrs. Palmour, who 
was driving the machine, by the fact 
that some of the expressions used 
might be capable of a wrong construc- 
tion, and since my father’s chief con- 
cern after the accident was that she 
should not worry over the occurrence 
for which she was not to blame, and 
that she should Know that he did not 
attach any blame to her, the members 
of his family feel that they would be 
giad for this statement to be given to 
the public so that there can be no dan- 
ger of any injustice being done any one.

ATLANTA SHOE JOBBERS 
WIN IN FREIGHT CASE 


Petition of Carriers to Increase 
Rate Denied by Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


The Atlanta Freight Bureau won a 
distinct victory Thursday when the 
Interstate Commerce Commission can- 
celled the proposed increase in rail 
and water freight rates on boots and 
shoes from Boston and other north- 
eastern ports to Atlanta. 

The carriers attempted to increase 
the rate per hundred pounds from 95 
cents to $1.05. The present rate of 95 
cents was prescribed by the commis- 
sion in the “Boston Shoe Case,” de- 
cided November 27, 1909. The carriers 
attempted at that time to increase 
the rates to $1.05 per hundred pounds 
and when this was denied began ac- 
tion in the circuit court at Richmond, 
Va., to have the commission's decis- 
ion set aside. Subsequently the pro- 
ceeding was transferred to the com- 
merce court, where it finally was dis- 
missed by petition of the plaintiffs. 
The petition denied Thursday was 
then filed with the commission. 

In the case decided Thursday as in 
their previous proceedings, the car- 
riers argued that maintenance of the 
95 cents rate to Atlanta would tend 
to disrupt their adjustment of rates 
to other points in the same general 
territory. The commission held that 
this consideration was not a_ suffi- 
cient cause for approving a rate found 
to be unreasonable. 

W. A. Wimbish, of Wimbish & 
Ellis, attorney for the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau, was elated over the decision. 
He states that the decision is a great 
victory for the Atlanta shoe jobbers 
and for the retail trade.

A WOMAN’S WONDERFUL WORK. 


Under the supervision of Miss Jessica P. 
McCall, a woman of marked administrative 
capacity, the Brooklyn Rapid Transit com- 
pany and the Brooklyn Board of Education 
have inaugurated a novel and effective cru- 
sade for safety, aimed at street traffic and 
safety in the home and public places 
against fire and other dangers. 

The outline and details of this crusade 
are of so comprehensive and sound a nature 
that they might well be adopted in Atlanta 
as well as in other cities. The cry through- 
out the country now is for “Safety First!” 
and Miss McCall seems to have found an 
effective way to secure resutfis. 
| She does not confine her efforts to idle 
‘preachments to adults, or tiresome news- 
paper cards. She goes direct to the source 
of all fundamental reforms—the children. 
Her staff organizes in the different schools 

‘what are known as “Safety Patrols.’”’ These 
are composed of boys who are named on 
the patrols for prowess in scholarship or in 
recognition for some other qualification. 
These patrols are supposed to reach dan- 
-gerous street crossings near the schools a 
few minutes before the hour of assembling, 
and warn and guide children in the lanes 
of safety. The process is repeated with the 
dismissal of school. 

Other methods are used. Experts visit 
the schools with small models of trolleys, 


showing the children how ‘to embark: and: 


‘alight, and the dangers of violating funda- 
mental rules. There are constant exhibi- 
tions of the perils of traffic-crossings, with 
photo-pictures on the enforcement of laws 
of the road and the penalties for violation.

Mrs. McLendon fought and endured he- 
fore the arrival of these easier times, almost 
by herself in the wilderness. She is due 
the credit for the courage and foresight of 
whose visions,

spectful attention.

Atlanta has secured the Methodist unli- 
versity of the southeast through the splen- 
did philanthropy of one man—<Asa G. Candler 
—who gave to the fund the munificent sum 
of $1,000,000, claimed by Atlanta to be the 
largest donation ever made to the cause of 
education in the south. Of course, Mr. 
Candler’s gift is not large compared with 
the Rice foundation of Houston, canserva- 
tively estimated to be worth $10,000,000, with 
the certainty that half a century hence it 
will be worth several times that much. It 
must be remembered, however, that people 
residing in the southeastern states do not 
regard Texas as a southern state, but a 
southwestern state. 

In that view, Mr. Candler’s gift stands in 
a class by itself among southern benefac- 
tions unless the gifts of the Duke family 
to Trinity college, another Methodist insti- 
tution, be excepted. The Duke family has 
given more than a million to Trinity, but 
there are several rich Dukes and only one 
Asa Candler. 

The important consideration is, however, 
that the list of southern philanthropists is 
growing and, with the steadily increasing 
number of southern millionaires with the 
corresponding increase of their wealth indi- 
vidually, we may expect within another gen- 
eration to witness a gratifying development 
of o lucational institutions. 


Giving to the public is a noble virtue that:

Candler that they are but trustees in the 
broad sense and that at the final judgment 
they must answer for their stewardship of 
the vast material blessings which have been 
bestowed upon them. 

Such men as William Marsh Rice, Henry 
Rosenberg, George Ball, George H. Hermann, 
Asa G. Candler, Washington Duke and his 
sons, George W. Brackenridge and many 
others of lesser wealth have not only done 
well by their people, but they have set an 
example that must surely bring a narvest of 
good in the days to come, when other men 
who have won vast fortune come to consider 
in the calm of life’s evening what their obli- 
gation to humanity is. ‘ 

It is a worthy ambitfon for any man to 
desire to erect a monument to commemorate 
his virtues, and it is a hopeful sign that men 
are coming to Know that monuments of 
marble or brass are perishable and’ soon 
crumble or corrode. The monument that 
outlives all is some splendid deed of un- 
selfish philanthropy that defies all time.

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“LITTLE JOE” SHOWS THAT HE OPPOSES 
ONLY LAWLESS ORGANIZED LABOR 


Joseph M. Brown makes it clear that he 
is not opposed to “organized labor.” 

Yesterday morning The Constitution, in 
presenting a liberal review. of his . last 
lenghty communication, introduced the ar- 
ticle with the statement—‘Little Joe does 
not mince matters in the race or hesitate 
to say what he has in mind. He has no use 
for organized labor.” 

Mr. Brown promptly explains that this 
construction of his position is erroneous, 
and referring to this inadvertent misstate- 
ment of his position made in the condensa- 
tion of his letter, he says: 

Permit me to state that in not one 
single public or private utterance I have 
ever made, have I indicated any epposi- 
tion to organized labor. 

On the contrary, not only a clear in- 
ference but some of my statements have 
been to the positive effect that labor 
has as much right to organize as has 
any other portion of our.citizens. Labor- 
ing men have as much right to organize 
labor unions as any men have to organ- 
ize a Baptist, Methodist, Presbyterian or 
other church, or a Masonic lodge, or 
farmers’ union, or any other society or 
brotherhood. 

But the point that I have persistently 
made is that members of no organiza- 
tion have the right to use that organi- 
zation as a cover for lawlessness. If I 
have stressed any point, that has been 
above all others. Permit me to use one 
illustration: Suppose there ‘were a 
Baptist church and a Methodist church 
seven miles from Atlanta, the members 
of each were engaged in raising vege- 
tables, poultry and other: produce to sell 
in Atlanta. Then, suppose that the 
members of the Baptist church were to 
say: “We do not want these Methodists 
to divide this trade with us; we will 
destroy their gardens and if. that does 
not accomplish our purpose wes will 
dynamite their houses and even kill some 
of the people.” 

Would not the courts take charge of 
my Baptist brethren in a. hurry and 
probably land a number of them in the 
penitentiary? 

Now, if I severely criticiged my 
brethren for the acts of lawlessness they 
had committed, would you hold that I 
criticised the entire Baptist denomjna- 
tion in Georgia, throughout the th, 
throughout America and the world? 

Let me therefore straighten® your 
mind on the point in question, and re- 
peat that while there are scores of good 
and praiseworthy purposes which can be 
accomplished by members of labor 
unions, they, ike the members in other 
Organizations, are to be condemned by 
all law-observing people if they resort 
to the process of anarchy, if they con- 
tinue to issue orders to thelr members 
under cover of their union label that 
said members disobey mandates which 
the state gives and upon which she 
placed her g at seal.

County School Heads Pass 
Strong Resolution — Com- 
missioner Claxton Speaks. 


Athens, Ga. July 23.—(Special.)— 
Seven hundred county superintendents, 
school officials and teachers from ev- 
ery section of the state unanimously 
endorsed a compulsory school atten- 
dance measure in passing the follow- 
ing resolution offered to the rural con- 
ference tonight by President Pound of 
the State Norma! school and second by 
Professor Ashmore, of Savannah, aft- 
er a strong’ address on the subject this 
evening by United States commissioner 
of education. P. P. Claxton. 

“Resolved, That the officers, teachers and 
students of the university summer school, 
numbering 6400, together with a large con- 
tingent of county schools superintendents 
and other schoo! officials in conference in 
Athens from all sections of the state in- 
dorse with absolute unanimity and request 
the passage of the Sweat bill or some other 
bill embodying its main features of com- 
pulsory. school attendance and providing for 
& reasonable and practicable plan for its 
enforcement. 

“And resolved, second, That we believe 
it high time for the state of Georgia to 
cease trifling with the rights of the neg- 
lected, unfortunate and unprotected chil- 
dren to”a school training and to wipe out 
the stinging reproach that Georgia is now 
one of the very few states in all Christian- 
dom without compulsory school attendance 
laws, and as a partia) result of this lack 
is one of the most illiterate states in the 
wnion.”’ 

Commissioner Claxton Speaks. 
‘There is going to be no general 
back to the country movement,’” de- 
clared United States commissioner of 
education, P. P. Claxton today, here, 
to address the rural life conferences. 

“Not iy the improved machinery on 

the farm*”has-.been discarded, machin- 
ry doing the work of three to ten 
men, and the old hand work entirely 
resumed, forcing the population back to 
make actual bread will the city go 
back to the soil,” he explained. Then 
he spoke of co-operative effort to make 
the city better and the country more 
desirable. 
: “In one western state,” he declared, 
the rural gathering selected a com- 
mittee to investigate the bad conditions 
of the cities in that section. In many 
of the cities there are conventions to 
study needs and betterment in the ru- 
ral. region. In old times men worked 
in the fields and came to the cities at 
night for rest and safety; now the work 
is Gone by many in the cities who £0 
back into the rural home at night to 
rest in Safety and comfort.” 

Thus the line between city and coun- 
try, the prejudice between citizens of 
rural and urban settlements is disap- 
pearing and the era of co-operation, 
the speaker insisted, is upon the land. 

He urged hearty co-operation of town 
and country interests emphasizing the 
fact that if there is a spot unproduc- 
i in the country the city suffers, if 

ere is a slum in the city © country 
also. suffers. - ‘

Correspondence between the presi- 
dent and Mr. Jones made public at the 
white house today follows in part: 

“Chicago, July 20, 1914. My dear Mr.

Washington, July 23.—(Special.)—At 
a meeting held tonight at the house of 
Senator Hoke Smith, the conferees 
representing the senate and house on 
the cotton futures bill reached an 
agreement which will be reported to 
the house tomorrow by Representa- 
tive Asbury F. Lever, chairman of the 

house committee on agriculture. 
The bill finally agreed to by the con- 


ferees which will undoubtedly be ap-¢s 


proved by both houges is a tax meas- 
ure. It provides-f6r a very nominal 
tax upon cotton futures contracts 
which comply with the regulations and 
are based on goverrmment = standard 
grades. Other kinds of futures con- 
tracts are taxed $1,000 for each 100 
bales. It was agreed that such a tax 
would be absolutely prohibitive. Se- 
vere penalties are also, provided for 
violations of the law. 

Meeting with the conferees tonight 
were A. J. Carr, chief of the market di- 
vision; Nathan A. Cobb, cotton expert 
of the department of agriculture, and 
Francis G. Caffee, counselior of the de- 
partment. 

“We have perfected a very satisfac- 
tory bill,” said Senator Smith, chair- 
man of the conference. “It utilizes the 
taxing power of the government to de- 
stroy the evils of exchange gambling 
which have been so costly to the cotton 
farmers of the south. I believe the 
bill\will add not less than $5 a bale to 
the value of next season’s cotton crop. 
It méans the adoption of a legitimate 
contrhct, since any other kind is taxed 
$10 @ bale, and it means that only 
ning’ commercial grades of cotton can 
be/tendered in settlement of a con- 
tract on the exchange.” 

Representative Gordon Lee, of Geor- 
gia, another member of the conference 
committee, expressed himself as entire- 
ly pleased with the bill agreed upon. 
He stressed the fact that it would be 
impossible to unload upon the farmer 
the excessive penalty provided, a tax 
of 50 cents or $1 a bale would have 
been passed along to the farmer, he 
said, and the exchanges would have 
continued to use the old unfair con- 
tract.

ANOTHER BILL FILED = 
AGAINST EMPIRE LIFE 


Management of Company Has, 
Been Reckless and Extrava- 
gant, Says New Petition. 


New complications were added to 
the litigations. of the Empire Life In- 
surancé company on yesterday by a 
bill filed in Fulton superior court, in 
behalf of the policyholders of ‘the 
company by Earl F. Chandler, asK- 
ing that a receiver be appointed to 
wind up the affairs o:1 the company, 
and that its business be re-insured. 

The bill, which is quite lengthy, al- 
leges that the petitioner was the 
holder of a policy of life insurance is- 
sued by the predecessor of the pres- 
ent Empire Life Insurance company, 
and that he was induced to consent 
to re-Insurance on the representation 
that the Empire Life Insurance com- 
pany Was in a thoroughly sound and 
solvent condition, with a large sur- 
plus, and that the company was com- 
plying with the requiréments of the 
laws of Georgia. 

Among other allegations® it charges 
that the company has been paying 
large sums as annuities, and divi- 
dends, on board contracts in which 
the present company has no interest, 
and from which it derived no benefits, 
and that the liability for these pay- 
ments is not carried on the books or 
Statements of the company as a 
charge against its assets, and _ that 
the management of the company has 
been so reckless and extravagant ‘that 
it has become insolvent and that un- 
less a receiver is appotnted and the 
business reinsgured, the policyholders 
will lose the amounts paid by them 
as premiums. 

Another section of the bill charges 
that the officers and managers of the 
Empire Life Insurance com patty 
themselves realized these conditions, 
and recently caused to be filed a col- 
lusive bill, asking the appointment of 
a receiver for the company, that its 
business be terminated and its insur- 
ance transferred to some other com- 
pany, and that upon this bill the 
judge of Fulton county superior 
court has passed an order restraining 
the company from altering the status 
of its affairs. 

The bill also charges dissension 
among the stockholders of the 
pany, and alleges that one of 
stockholders, Judge Jamos R. Brown, 
has recently filed a bill attacking the 
company for misrepresentation, alleg- 
ing insolvency and asking for the ap- 
PDointment of a receiver. 

To the bill is attached a 
such original petition 
having been filed at the instance of 
the Empire Life Insurance company, 
through a dummy plaintiff, asking the 
appointment of a receiver for the com- 
pany. 

The bill was filed by Hon. Madison 
Bell as attorney for the petitioning 
policyholder, asking at the same time 
relief for all other policyholders in- 
terested in the company.

Washington, July 23.—Charges that 
the Southern railway had entered into 
a “frame-up with trust coal operators” 
to keep the interstate commerce com- 
mission from granting to Virginia 
mines through and joint rates to tide- 
water by way of Knoxville, were made 
today by B. L. Dulaney, of Bristol, 
Tenn. He was testifying on cross-ex- 
amination before the senate committee 
investigating allegations that the 
Southern and other lines at the behest 
of a “coal combine,” divert to middle 
Atlantic points coal shipments that 
should go to Charleston and other 
southern ports. 

Fraud Ie Alleged. 

Mr. Dulaney declared the “frame-up” 
occurred in the Andy's Ridge case. He 
testified that the Virginia coal operat- 
ors agreed to make a joint fight to 
protect their rights, but that the “trust” 
operators after telephone conversations 
with Southern railway officials, chang- 
ed their course and committed a fraud 
on the interstate commerce commission 
by not making certain arguments. 

Attorney Thom, representing the 
Southern .railway, produced a letter in 
which Dulaney’s counsel first suggest- 
ed the operators make a common fight. 
Mr. Dulaney said it was later that it 
was discovered the “trust” operators 
had changed their course at the insti- 
gation of the Southern. 

“Do you mean to say that the com- 
mission did not give you a square 
deal?” asked Mr. Thom. 

“T am making no charges against the 
commission.” 

Question of Through Rates. 

“Didn't Commissioner Prouty write 
‘ou that the question of through rates 
could not well come up in the case 
but that he was willing to hear you? 
asked the attorney. ; 

“That is not the way I interpreted 
his letter.” 

“Now isn’t it true that the rates no 
in existence allow you to get to market 
on the same terms as your compet- 
itors?”’ asked Mr. Thom. 

“Yes, but the Southern, immediately 
after the Andy’s Ridge case, began to 
give their patronage of fuel coal to the 
trust operators, and that enables them 
to run their mines continuously while 
we cannot do so.” \ 

“Does the Southern pay an exopbi- 
tant price for its coal?’ “ 

“TIT am not able to testify on that 
point.” 

“Were not operators in your district 
given an opportunity to bid on the 
Southern's field coal?” 

“Not that I am aware of.”

Even the eastern 
belt which has. heretofore reported 
very favorable conditions, contributed 
bull arguments today as 
pessimistic reports were received 
from both Georgia and Alabama, 
where rain is said to be needed at a 
number of points. Spot houses were 
eredited with selling cotton early in 
the day. against new crop purchases 
in the south but their brokers 4ap- 
peared to be buying cotton in the last 
hour.

Gold Exports to Paris and 
Filing of the New Haven 
Suit Made Prices Turn 
Downward. 


New York, July 23.—Resumption of 
gold exports to Paris, and the actual 
filing of the government's suit to dis- 
solve the New Haven road, were the 
outstaanding features of today’s heavy 
and dull stock market. Paris, Berlin 
and Vienna were reported as showing 
signs of demoralization. London sold 
about 15,000 shares, mostly high-grade 
stock, in this market, and the decline 
in Canadian Pacific to its lowest figure 
in four years resulted in part from di- 
rect Berlin selling. 

The New Haven suit, which 
the stock tu move in feverish fashion, 
aroused considerable interest, because 
the attorney general's brief suggested 
the appointment of a receiver to take 
over the property. 

Many of the better known stocks 
fell from 7 to over 2 points, with weak- 
ness in Lehigh Valley and Reading. 
Baltimore and Ohio agdded another 
fraction to its low record, and Erte, 
Denver and Rio Grande preferred, 
Rock Island preferred and a few more 
inconspicuous stocks and bonds, sold 
at prices seldom, if ever, before quoted. 

The movement was broader than re- 
cently, embracing more issues of po- 
tential value United States Steel was 
Singled out in the latter dealings, de-

Fractional rallies in the final hour 
were effaced at the close, which was 
attended by much activity.

Washington, July 23.—Theodore 
Roog€velt’s request to be heard by the 
senate foreign relations committee in 
Opposition to the Colombian treaty, by 
which the United States would pay 
$25,000,000 for the Panama canal strip 
and express regret that anything 
should have occurred to “mar the 
friendly relations between the two 
countries,’/@remaine@ unanswered by 
the committee today. No decision will 
be reached for another week. 

Democratic members of the commit- 
tee and administration leaders gener- 
ally are said to be opposed to holding 
hearings with relation to the treaty 
and particularly to the appearance of 
Colonel Roosevelt. In this they follow 
the sentiments of Senator Stone, chair- 
man of the foreign relations commit- 
tee, who today reiterated his declara- 
tion that the former president had said 
all he could say about the Colombian 
matter, and that if he had anything 
further to say, “let him write it.” 

Republican members of the commit- 
tee, it was learned today, are not all 
in favor of inviting Mr. Roosevelt to 
appear. Senator Smith, of Michigan, 
however, was outspoken in the matter, 
asserting that Mr. Roosevelt should be 
called by all means. Administration 
senators contend, however, that the 
country is not now interested in what 
happened in Colombia ten years ago, 
but in what should be done to adjust 
strained relations now existing. 
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DEADLIER PLAGUE TYPE 
FOUND AT NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, La., July 23.—What 
federal health authorities declared to 
be the septicaemic type of bubonic 
plague, made its appearance here to- 
day and claimed as its Victim Mrs. 
Regina Schmidt, aged 73)years. This 
type of plague is considered more 
dangerous than the bubonic type known 
to exist here since June 27. The pneu- 
monic type, said to prove fatal in 
ninety-eight cases out of 100, has not 
been found here. 

The death of Mrs. Schmidt brings the 
plague fatalities to four and the num- 
ber of cases reported to nine. The 
woman was taken ill on July 20, on 
which date blood cultures were taken 
and she was listed as a plague sus- 
pect. However, a positive blood test 
was not concluded until after her death 
today. Mrs. Schmidt and her 10-year- 
old granddaughter, Helen Soell, now 
at the Isolation hospital under treat- 
ment for the bubonic type of plague, 
resided at 525 Camp street, within the 
original focus of infection, and but a 
little more than five blocks from the 
principal business street of the city.

COSSACKS AND POLICE. 
STONED BY STRIKERS 


Rioting Continues in St. Peters- 
burg and Other Rus- 
sian Cities. 


St. Petersburg, July 23.—At least 
five strikers were killed and eight se- 
riously wounded during fighting with 
Cossacks in the streets of St. Peters- 
burg, which ceased at dawn this morn- 
ing. Three police officials also are 
known to have been seriously injured 

The figures quoted are official, but 
it is generally understood that the cas- 
ualties among the strikers were much 
heavier, as it is thought probable they 
concealed a number of their dead and 
wounded. 

Official returns of the number of 
men who have quit work give the to- 
tal of 120,000 in the city itself. These 
include the street car employees, but 
do not comprise.a large number of un- 
Skilled laborers in the building and 
other trades. 

Men currying red flags spent the 
night nftarching and singing revolution- 
ary songs in the outlying open spaces 
of the capital, while in the Viborge 
district they cut down telegraph poles 
and upset a number of vans, with 
which they constructed barricades 
across the streets. From the shelter 
of these they stoned the police and 
Cossacks. The mob is accused of 
having fired some revolver shots. The 
Strikers dispersed only after the police 
and soldiers had been subjected to 
hot attacks with volleys of stones in 
four different parts of the cit and 
had fired volleys from their rifles in 
return 

Karly. this morning the strikers at- 
tempted to set fire to the Samson 
bridge, leading across the river to the 
Viborg district and they also tried 
to destroy the neighboring waterworks, 
but a strong detzchment of police ar- 
rived in time.
